(1) Shapection of Cuttle.—During this 
poriod no caaes of contagious or infectiona 
diseases amongst cattle have come wader 
my notice, with the exeaption of an oub- 
broak of Rinderpest or Cattle Plague which 
oceurd in two native dairies, 14 and 20 
Kannoly Street, Wanchai. On the morn- 
ing of April Lt I reported the matter 
to tho Board, and_at a spocial meeting 
held that afturnoon it was decided to 
slaughter and bary the whole of the 
remaining animats in both sheds 48 Boon a8 
prasiblo, The order was at once carried 
out and before midnight. the premisos had 
bean thoroughly cleanaed ani disinfected ; 
26 animals in all were destroyed, the 
owners recaiving vompensation to the 
amount of $1126.
